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Generating tremendous 
enthusiasm on the Lancer side of 
the line, the N.C. football team 
completed a winning season with 
a 6-4-1 record. Although the year 
began with a disheartening loss to 
St. Clement, the Lancers staged a 
spectacular comeback against 
Sacred Heart. Lucien Marini 
strategically opened holes in their 
defense to allow Steve Venditti, 
Steve Huber, and Tony Rosetti to 
score three unanswered 
touchdowns. 

Emerging from a defeat at the 
hands of St. Pat, the Lancers tied 
Arlington Catholic 6-6. All Catholic 
Captain Jim Schmidlein, a four-year 
starter, displayed great prowess as he led 
the defensive line with his aggressive 
tackling ability.

With only seconds 
remaining in the Notre Dame game, a 
Huber bullet corralled by Phil Capello in 
the end zone secured the Lancer triumph, 
14-6.
